If tdie city council gives the us« 
tin* bridge to an electric car corpora 
tion t he evident and immediate result 
will lit* to forcibly exclude many of tie* 
farmers north of the river from Dixon. 
They cannot, afford to risk their li\«*s 
and the lives of their wives and child­ 
ren bv exposing t hem 1«; being kill(*(l 
by count ry horses terrified bv a t rolley 


c a r 


No sane farmer would allow hi« wife 
or daughter to drive a horse or team 
to town at the risk o! her life. 
And 
visions of a husband or son brought 
home dead or mangled would prevent 
a wife or mother from consenting to 
husband or son crossing the bridg ■ 
with the farm ho rse and buggy 
The effect of t his condition of affair« 
on Dixon is self evident. 
The rich 
farming communities to the north of 
us, who keep th<* bridge well crowded 
at all times and do their trailing in 
our stores, would turn their faces t o 
wards Sterling, Polo and Oregon, and 
leave in t hose towns t housands upon 
thousands of dollars that now come 
yearly to Dixon. 


A rid even many of the farmers south 
Of Dixon, after 
having their milk 
wagons upset, their horses injured and 
perhaps 1 heir own hones broken, would 
find that they could us«* their farms 
to better and safer advantage than 
furnishing milk to the Dixon factory. 
An J t his would he a double blow at 
the life of Dixon; for the farmers and 
t ie* factories are the life of the town. 


If the council gives the use of the 
bridge to the car corporation, and the 
corporation should ever extend the 
road to Rockford, 
then they would 
want the use of the

of

a goo«i town and has a most delight 
ful location: but people will not come 
to it at the peril of their lives.

She know« better than give up her 
bridge and sacrifice her country trade.
